Pome late interesting exper 
imcnts have been made with the skele- 
ton of a horse, which was taken apart am 
supplied with artificial ligaments to thi 
joints. 
This prepared skeleton was madi 


to assume the various positions of the liv- 
ing horse, as shown by previous photo- 
graphs, and exposed to the camera while 
in those positions. The pictures thus se- 
cured arc placed in the Zoogroscope 
where thi- skeleton is shown in all the 
movements of the living animal in the va- 
rious gait'- of cantering, pacing, running, 
trotting and walking, presenting a singu- 
lar and fascinating view, especially valua- 
ble to the veterinary surgeon, who is thus 
enabled to determine in a practical man- 
ner the effect of motion on the various 
joints. 


—The peculiarities of the Chinese lan- 


guage have presented great difficulties to 
telegraphists, so that the new instrument, 
the telephone, is received with peculiar 
favor by tlie Chinese Government, which 
has, it is reported, resolved to establish a 
system of telephones through the country 


—In experiments with sugar-beets, a 


German agriculturist has found that the 
application of phosphoiic acid in the 
spring materially increases the yield of 
sugar. 


—Prof. Schubcler's observations show 


that the long summer days of high lati- 
tudes causo flowers, fruits, etc., to gain 
in intensity of color and aroma, while, 
from the want of heat, the fruits become 
deficient in sweetness. 
—Vestn, t he largest of the minute planets 
known ns "asteroids," is computed to 
have a diameter of about three hundred 
miles; and Echo, the smallest, is proba- 
bly about ten miles in diameter. Some 
mathematii ian has lately furnished the 
rough but interesting calculation that the 
sun is a thousand times the volume of 
Jupiter; Jupiter, a thousand times that 
of the earth; the earth u thousand times 
that of Vtista, and Vesta, a thousand 
times that of Bcho—the "baby" of the 
solar system as at present considered. A 
vast number of bodies far more minute 
than Echo as doubtless revolving about 
the sun, but these fragmentary masses are 
so small as to bo unseen by astronomers 
except when they flash a&imtteors through 
the upper i egions of our utmoRphere on 
their way to the earth. 


—Various kinds of smoke have recently 


been examined microscopic .lly, and found 
to consist oT particles ha\ ing a diameter 
of about tie fifty-thousandth part of an 
inch. 


—The fivscoes of Pompeii represent a 


considerable number of pUnts, and, tak- 
ing advantige of the discoveries made 
during the recent excavations on the oc- 
casion of the centenary of the eruption, 
Dr. Comes has identified no fewer than 
fifty different plant species on frescoes. 
In this inannef be hsxs shown, among other 
things, that the ancient Haitians possessed 
or knew plants foreign to Italy. 


—"I have endeavored to state the 


higher and more abstract argtiments by 
which the study of physical science may 
be shown to be indispensable to the com- 
plete training ol the human mind, but I 
do not wish it to be supposed that because 
I may be dfvoted to more or less abstract 
and unpractical pursuits I am insensible 
to the weiglit which ought to be attached 
to that which has been said to be the 
English conception of Paradise—namely 
'getting on.' Now the value of a knowl- 
edge of physical science as a means of 
getting on is indubitable. 
There are 


hardly any of our trades, except the 
huckstering ones, in which some knowl- 
edge of scirnce may not be directly pro- 
fitable to the pursuer of that occupation. 
An industry attains higher stages of its 
development as its processes become 
more complicated and refined, and the 
sciences are dragged in, one by one, to 
take their share in the fray."—Hutdey. 


—At a recent soiree in Paris M. Troure 


showed a live fish with its body lighted 
from within by his polyscope, a minute 
form of which, with conducting wires 
passing to the hands of the operator, the 
fish bad bi«B caused to swallow. Tbe 
body become* transparent in the dark, so 
that the vertebrae could be counted, and 
all details examined. It is expected that 
a great variety of uses will be found for 
this little instrument.

There is no askiug for pro- 
hibitory legislation, but a general move- 
ment for prohibitory State constitutions 
It is an appeal to the people with an cffr 
cent determination to either force the 
question to a favorable issue, or to demon- 
strate the hopelessness of attempting to 
secure prohibition by the consent of the 
people. The success in Kansas has given 
the movement an impetus which cannoi 
be checked by the interference of politic- 
ians, and the Legislature of Indiana has 
shown a clearer insight into the future 
;han that of Missouri. The signs of the 
;ime indicate that the politico-moral ques- 
;ion of the generation now coming on the 
lolitical stage will be prohibition, as 
emancipation was that of the generation 
now retiring from it. 
The battle against 


slavery is fought out, and the political 
activity of the people must find employ- 
ment in discussing some other vital and 
salient question. The cause of temper- 
ance is receiving what it has heretofore 
;reatly lacked—a thorough discussion 
rom a purely political standpoint; and 
lie tippler of the future must maintain 
is privileges by the sweat of his brow, 


as it were. lie must gird on his armor 
nd prepare for the fray, for there is a

IRISH HAnosnirs.—The principles of 


of the Land Act of 1870 are much talked 
about but little understood. They are 
briefly these: A landlord in the absence 
of a lease may eject a tenant from his 
farm without giving any reason; but if he 
does, it is in the eyes of the law a "dis- 
turbance," which entitles the tenant to 
compensation, according to a sliding 
scale, in no case exceeding seven years' 
rent, or a maximum of f 1250. 
But this 


only applies to tenancies uuder $500 an- 
nual rental, and does not apply to any ten- 
ants who have leases for thirty-five years 
or upwards. The landlord may always 
eject a tenant for non-payment of rant, 
but should he do so, he must pay him for 
his unexhausted improvements, and no 
landlord of a farm of which the rent is 
over $250 can contract himself out of the 
operation of the Act. 
Moreover, if the 


rent demanded, which the tenant is un- 
able to pay, and for non-payment of which 
he has been ejected, is in the opinion of 
the court exorbitant, it will be held to be 
a "disturbance," entitling the tenant to 
compensation absolutely, whether he has 
any unexhausted improvements or not. 
In addition to this, the Act makes legal 
in those parts of the country in which it 
already prevailed the Ulster custom, or 
tenant-right, whjoh gave the tenant the 
right to sell the good-will of the farm, 
even in the absence of a lease. But the 
good of this has been largely neutralized 
in practice by the landlord's right to raise 
the rent on we incoming tenant, and thus 
destroy the value of tbe good-will, so that 
it is absolutely necessary to establish 
some tribunal competent to decide what 
a fair feat is.*

Where the plain rules by which health 


can be preserved are not observed by 
the authorities of a city or town, disease 
and death are as sure to follow as one day 
is certain to snoeeed smother. Bristol, 
we are gl id to say, has had no serious 
epidemic to strike down her citizens, but 
much could be done to Increase its health- 
fulness. 
It so lies that a complete and 


efficient system of sewerage could bo con- 
structed, which, a prominent civil engi- 
neer from • neighboring State declared, 
would make it the model town in this re- 
spect. The necessity of sewerage is ac- 
knowledged by the intelligent people of 
Bristol. Among them there is no divided 
opinion regarding its need. The only re- 
staining jxrwer is the question of expense. 
It is time that the life and health of our 
citizens should bo placed above the mere 
consideration of dollars and cents, and 
we are gl.id to know that those who pay 
the most money into the borough treasury 
ar« strongly in favor of adding to the 
amount of their payments in order to ob- 
tain this most needful improvement. 


—The announcement that the United 


States Sen ite will proceed to the consid- 
eration of executive business will be re- 
ceived witli general satisfaction, the num- 
ber of pending nominations being vcrj 
large and the principal business for which 
the present session is held.
